• Maintain power lines 

• Respond to new service requests, 
power outages and emergencies. 

• Send one consolidated bill 
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HOW DOES CUSTOMER ENROLLMENT WORK? 


• CCE’s are by statute, opt-out programs 

• Eligible customers will be automatically enrolled and 
VCE will become the default electricity provider 

• Customers receive 4 notices as required by law - 60 
days prior to service commencement and 60 days post 
enrollment 

• Customers always have the option to opt-out and return 
to PG&E’s bundled utility service 

• Commercial accounts served by Direct Access are 
exempt

HOW IS SMUD INVOLVED? 


SMUD is a contractor to VCE to provide power 
procurement and operational services 

VCE maintains fiduciary autonomy and decision-making 
authority 

Provides bundled services to VCE 

• Technical and energy services, data management and 
call center services, wholesale energy services, credit 
support services, and business operations support 

Provides best value to Valley Clean Energy 

• Mission alignment, cost competitiveness, and extensive 
energy sector experience 

• SMUD 
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Will be automatically enrolled-no 
additional paperwork required 

Will earn credit based on the 
amount of electricity generated to 
offset some or all charges normally 
paid for electricity 

Credits will roll over, not zero out 

Valley Clean Energy will purchase 
excess power through our net 
metering program (1 cent/kWh 
higher than PG&E).

TIMELINE & PROCESS FOR NEW COMMUNITIES 


For Spring 2020 Service: 

1. Authorize PG&E load data for technical analysis (Aug/Sept) 

2. Join VCE as a new member agency by passing JPA resolution and CCE 
ordinance (Oct/Nov) 

3. Appoint JPA Board member and alternate (Nov) 

4. VCE will amend Implementation Plan for submittal to CPUC by 
December 31, 2018 (Nov/Dec) 

5. Cost to Join: $25k to $50k; reimbursable 

6. Local staff to assist with community outreach and public information 
(2019) 

For Spring 2021 Service: 

• Same steps as above (with expanded timeline) 

• Amended Implementation Plan to CPUC by December 2019
